MYSTERIOUS DIVING 
“AC CIDENT, 


LIFE tine SNAPS. 
EUROPE NN s PLU cCkY DIVE INTO 
DANGER ZONE. 


A Chinese diver met his death 
under tagzic = but mysterious 
cireumstanees while engaged at 
work behind the Hongkong 
Eleetric Company's installation at 
North Point on Saturday forer 
noon, 

The water for cooling the con- 
densers is drawn from the sea and 
is trented by four circulating 


;suetion pumps near the ser wall. 


Two of the pumps had been put 
out of action for the purpose of 
cleaning the grating + through 
the water flows into the 
circulating system and work had 
been proceeding for some days, 

The diver -dressed ih full gear 
went down the ladder as usual on 
Saturday morning to carry out 
the work in a @epth of water 
It is 
said that the man who was hold- 
ing the life line felt « sudden pull 
on the rope and a length of about 
six feet was wrenched away from 
his hand at the time the diver 
was expected to have touched 
bottom. Surmising: that some- 
thing “had happened, ‘the mah 
attempted to haul up the life line, 
bul met with resistance, “Having 
given the, alarm he continued to 
pull until the rope broke hy com- 
ing in contact with the coping o! 
the sea wall. 

The alarm brought to the scene 
Mo’. W. R. Smith, of the generat- 
ing station staff; who was in the 
office at the time. Divesting him- 
self'of his superfluous clothing, 
Mr. Smith dived in with a rope, 
which he fastened to the diver, 
and with many hands atethe rope 
the man was drawn. to the surface 
in a helpless condition, . 

Ax the work of removing the 
man’s rubber suit would: have 
taken some time and every minute 
was valuable in saving his life, 
the suit was torn open and the 
head piece was quickly removed. 
It is stated that the man’ was 
‘unconscious, but’ shewed: signs of 
"breathing, and the only. injury‘ to 
his body was a bruise on his fore- 
head. Medical assistance was 
summoned and in the meantime 
artificial vespiration was applied, 
but the efforts of the rescuers 
proved to be of no avail, as the 
doctors who arrived soon after 
pronounced the man to be dead. 
Sir E, Stuart Taylor, M.D. was 
present, but declined at that stage 
to give an opinion as to the enuse 
of the man’s death. 

The water is fed through 26 
inch diameter jtipes at the foot of 
the circulating pumps, and it is 
surmised that the diver for some 
unknown reason turned.in the 
direction of the nearest of the 
two pumps which were working 
and was drawn by suctiow to the 
pipe head. 

The force of the impact with 
some object under the water must 
have been considerable, ay the 
copper head piece which was seen 
by a “Mail” man was badly 
dented on.the head and the vision 
glasses were partly torn from. the 
frame, allowing water to : flow 
through. The condition of this 
part of the diving gear points to 
the man having been drawn head 
first and ‘he was apparently ren- 
dered uniconscious almost immedi-.

xpeak their languaye, They are: 
as suspicious as we are of inter. | 
pretation, but with those who can. 
speak freely with them they will 


engage in most informative con- 


versations on trade conditions, 

A consideration which should: 
appeal to young busingss. men 
themselves iy that, with the 


amongst the Chinese, the time-is 
fast. approaching? when — the 
Westerner who only knows his 
own language will be outclassed | 
by young Chinese with a good" 
knowledge of both English and 
their own tongue. 

With the spread of education, 
also, the tendency will he for 
Chinese firms to secure a larger 
and larger share of business, at 
the expense of firms whose staffs 
do not speak the language. 

In periods of stress and crisis 
like the present the saying 

‘Knowledge is Power” takes an 
added meaning, when perplexing 
situations, affecting equally | 
Chinese and non-Chinese. can be 
discussed readily, without re- 
¢ourse to English us a medium 
of communication, 

Knowledge of Cantonese ade- 
quate for ordinary business pur- 
poses is a first step to clearer 
insight and discernment in things 
Chinese and should be regarded 
in equip- 
ment by the Hongkong mercantile 
community of the near’ future. 

- The compradore, as business 
inter mediary, dates buck to mono- 
polist merchant days in Canton, 
decades before coast ports were 
opened or Hongkong became a 
British possession, The “pidgin” 
or business English, is suggestive 
of the restrictions that existed 
when the acquisition of spoken 
Cantonese by Western residents in 
China was well well-nigh impos- 
sible.
